the cost of anyth An elderly, Irish- 
woman came home from America lately, 
though her children live out: there; she 
gave as her reason that She could not 
afford to be ill in the United States. A 
case in an American review was 
that of a young girl whose father’s income 
just sufficed to keep the family in reason- 
able comfort. It was necessary that she 
should be operated on for an internal 
abscess, and the total cost-of her illness 
was something over one thousand dollars. 
The consultant’s fee was not too large; 
for he charged fifty dollars. There was. 
however, a twenty dollar fee for the man 
who gave the anssthetic ; the room in the 
hospital had to be 5 aid for in advance, 
and cost a hundred and forty dollars for 
two weeks; “the use of the operating 
room ” came to thirty-five dollars; two 
nurses for two weeks cost over two 
hundred dollars; and there was an extra 
ten dollars for “ dressings.’’ The surgeon 
demanded a thousand dollars, but after 
& seene with the distracted wage-earner 
he reduced it by half. It is the middle 
class, we are told; that comes off worst 
in. America—those. who do not want 
charity, but cannot afford to pay .extra- 
vagant prices for their illnesses.

more fortunate, perhaps, than the realised 
—that Aristide Briand was one of her sons. 
In her history she has been blessed with 
only four statesmen whose grasp of foreign 
affairs placed them in the front rank— 
Philip Augustus, Louis X1., Richelieu and 
Talleyrand. To these four Aristide Briand, 
with a few others, prozime accessit. In his 
own age he stood alone among Frenchmen. 
He had lived long enough to know that 
nothing was new, and his vitality saved 
him from the passive cynicism which so 
often marks the tired politician. In his 
youth he had founded L’Humanité with 
Jean Jaures, the Socialist, who was mur- 
dered in 1914; im 1902 he had entered the 
Chamber as a Socialist, and had remained 
with that party until he was expelled in 
1906 because he took office in the Sarrien 
Government. Thereafter he was a force in 
French politics. Always a patriot, he 
devoted all his energies to the successful 
prosecution of the War when it came; 
when it was over he devoted a like energy 
to the establishment 6f a permanent peace. 
Though he was eleven times Premier and 
sixteen times Foreign, Minister during his 
long career, it must not be thought that he 
always floated with the tide. Since 1918 
Aristide Briand has been. almost the only 
Frenchman of influence who approached 
the reparations ‘question with any 
semblance of moderation. 

M. Briand had seen the effects of a 
lurking bitterness upon his compatriots, 
and, as a good Frenchman, he feared 
for France in the event of a German 
resurgence. He knew, too, that 
economic insularity was mo longer pos- 
sible. Two years ago he wrote: ‘‘ To 
unite in order to live and prosper, that is 
the imperative necessity which confronts 
the people of Europe.” The same neces- 
sity confronts them to-day; but the new 
French proposal that the Little Entente, 
with Austria and Hungary, shal! adopt 
preferential measures among themselves 
is a poor substitute for M. Briand’s 
grander conception of a '“ United States 
of Europe.” Moreover, it contains many 
dangérous possibilities; for what is the 
Little Entente but Magna Gallia, and 
what is the offer to Austria and Hungary 
but a move to ensure that the two 
countries shall not again become 
Oesterreich, with a German bias? It was 
not thus that Aristide Briand worked for 
peace. At the Washington Arms Con- 
ference and at those which produced the 
Locarno Treaty his abundant energies 
and his great powers of oratory were 
directed towards the attainment of a fuller 
ideal; and the outlawry of war by the 
Kellogg-Briand Pact, of which he was 
joint author, was his crowning success. 
The best tribute to his memory that 
Frenchmen can offer is a resolve that 
no action of theirs shall detract from 
his work. Thus they will consult their 
own interests: for Aristide Briand, while 
he worked for peace, worked first for 
France. 


Free State Commetce. 


The case for closer trade relations 
between the Free State and Great Britain 
received convincing support yesterday 
from an address delivered by Mr. William 
Peters, the United Kingdom's Trade 
Commissioner in Dublin, to the Dublin 
Rotary Club. A common allegation uw 
that Britain receives even more profit 
from commerce with the Free State than 
the Free State receives from her. To this 
argument, of course, it is possible to reply 
in general terms—to retort that, even :f 
the actual amount of money stands to 
Britain’s benefit, Britain still has many 
customers, while the Free State has 
Britain alone. As Mr, Peters put it, the 
Free State's trade with the United 
Kingdom amounts to 96 per cent. of her 
total export ; Britain’s exports iv 
the Free State are only 8 per cent. of her 
ever, did more than to reinforce this 
obvious argument; he pointed out that 
the original thesis is unsound—that the 
balance of trade is actually in favour of

Recently, when the Government’s influence 
obtained honorary degrees for some of its 
prominent supporters, Dr. Taha made a 
bold protest. He urged that, in order to 
remove any. impression of political 
favouritism, a like honour ought to be 
bestowed simultaneously on benefactors of 
the University from other parties. By 
the removal of Dr. Taha the Government 
has over-ridden the University’s constitu- 
tion. The students, rallying to its defence, 
have the support of the teaching staff ; and, 
as we think, they will have the sympathy 
of university opinion throughout the 
world. Not without struggle and sacrifice 
‘have the universities of these 
secured the unbounded freedom which they 
now enjoy. Until the end of the eighteenth 
century Kings and Governments interfered 
in university affairs and dictated appoint- 
ments. Even in the middle of the 
nineteenth century British Governments 


~—-with decreasing success, and, finally, with 
utter failure—to impose parliamentary

self-government has been more admirable 
than its treatment of her two universities. 
To-day Dublin University and the National 
University are perfectly independent. 
They are complete masters of their own 
souls and bodies. Although they are 
represented directly in Parliament— 


Speaker to the late Ddil; Ministers to 
the late Government, and now lends its 
Chancellor to the highest office of State— 
their aloofness from political pressure and 
intrigue is unimpaired. On the other hand, 
the growth of their academic influence 
upon the quality of the country’s 
politicians is curiously slow. After ten 
years of self-government the younger 
generation of university graduates, with 
its new knowledge and tolerance, has found 
only the barest footing in the new 
Dail. ! 


Centenarians, 


Centenarians are approachable creatures. 
If we may judge from the numerous 
members of the tribe who consent to 
formulate their rules of life for the benefit 
of the newspapers, they are consumed with 
anxiety to show other people the path to 
their own estate. The trouble is that their 
recipes conflict. One centenarian is a life- 
long teetotaller: another has never con- 
trived to reach his bed without assistance. 
Now an Italian doctor, Senator Umberto 
Gabbi, has determined to collate the 
experiences of one hundred centenarians, to 
find what qualities prevail among the bulk 
of them, and to publish the result for the 
benefit of would-be long-livers. Thus far 
he has examined only eleven, but already 
certain positive conclusions may be 
derived. In the first place, centenarians 
are vegetarians, teetotallers and non- 
smokers. In the second place, their 
longevity is partly a result of heredity. In 
the third place, they sleep very little ; and, 
finally, not one of Senator Gabbi's subjects 
ever has belonged to a political party. 
These are the positive conclusions, and 
the whole eleven agree in them. On the 
other hand, certain discrepancies arise. 
Most centenarians, we read, are country 
people, but many are not; and, while some 
have had many children, others have not 
married. It is a pity that the investigator 
is confining his investigations to Italy, 
Ireland is a notable home of centenarians 
from every Walk of life, and their habits 
and rules of conduct vary to a striking 
degree. We think, for example, that the 
Italian rule of teetotalism would require 
substantial modification, and it is hard to 
imagine a Clare ceéntenarian who never had 
taken an interest in politics. The real 
trouble. however, would seem to be that 
many Irish centenarians have a habit of 
forgetting their age.

A great deal could, of course, be said 
about certain special features of the trade.

Kingdom’s best customer. Thefe is the 
fact that the Irish Free State, as a fellow- 
member with the United Kingdom of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, finds at 
present no tariff ohstacles to impede the 


entry into the United Kingdom of the 96 per 


cent. of Irish Free State exports which are 
directed towards that market. There is the 
fact that, so far as official trade representa- 
tives can be of service in the pushing of 
trade, the Irish Free State can call on the 
services of the British Consular and trade 
officials in countries in which the Irish Free 
State has no official representation. 

In conclusion, Mr.

was not merely because he was a United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner that he be- 
lieved that development of the trade rela- 
tions between the United Kingdom and the 
Irish Free State is in the interests of both 
countries. As the Irish Free State is placed 
it is obvious that development of her ex- 
porting pre to the United Kingdom means 
increased purchasing power, which may or 
may not find itself reflected in increased pur- 
chases of United Kingdom goods.

THE IRISH FLAG.

F late the Irish flag has been before the 
() pe mind. iú is nothing new to 
ave Ireland's national flag discussed, 


in the reign of Edward IV., the. Irish flag 
was a considerable source of discussion as to 
emblem and colour; and a commissioner was 
appointed to find out what really was the 
colour and emblem of Ireland’s flag. 

In early ages this flag was St. Patrick's 
blue instead of green. When the Normans 
came to our shores and settled in Ireland 
they adopted the harp as an Irish emblem. 
However, in the 16th century Henry VIII. 
changed the harp to three crowns on blue. 

A hundred years later, in the reign of 
James I.. once more the Irish was a 
topic of discussion whether the emblem was a 
my? on bad —— on a Bg written 
at this i t Ireland's flag was 
again Austin states, speaki - the 
harp: “‘It resembles that country, Ireland, in 
being such an instrument that requires more 
cost to keep it in tune than it is worth.” 

How green originated for Ireland’s national 
flag is not clear, and many suggestions have 
been put forward for its origin. In early 
times the first mention of green being 
was in the Royal Standard of Ulster, which 
consisted of a yellow lion on a green ground, 
and originally was the standard of one of the 
early Princes of Ulster. ' 

During the warts in Ireland in William iLl.’s 
reign some of the opposing armies wore green 
in their caps. In the last half of the 18th 
century the United Irishmen adopted green as 
their colour and flag. Once more, when the 


flag changed to the tri-colour. Orange 
represents the North, white stands for peace, 
and green for the South.
